WASHINGTON, May 22.—Messrs. Fisch- 
er, Weasels and Wolmarans. the Boer 
envoys, visited the White House: at 10 
o'clock this morning, according: to pre- 
vious arrangement, to pay their respects 
to the President. No official status was 
given the visitors and they presented no 
credentials. 
The envoys werei received in the blue 
parlor, no one being- present but them- 
selves, tho President and Secretary Cor- 
te-lyou. At first tfney touched upon a. va- 
riety of subjects. 
The vi-sitprs talked 
about: Washington, told how they admire*' 
the city, and the President escorted then> 
to the porch at the rear of the Execu- 
titve Mansion, where a splendid view ia 
obtainable of the Washington Monument 
and the Potonvac river. 
President Kruger's name finally was 
mentioned, and the visitors then stated, 
t'helr purpose in coming to- this country. 
They said they understood that what Sec- 
retary Hay told them yesterday was 
final and that the position of the United 
States was that this country could not 
interfere in the struggle in South Aifrica. 
The President confirmed this view. He 
sold that the action he took some time 
ag:o (when, at the request of the Trans- 
v:i.al government, he had offered his good 
oftic-es to England to bring about peace) 
he did it with great pleasure In tho hope 
that it might possibly bring the conflict 
to an end. This offer had been declined 
by Great Britain, and he said there was 
nothing further that the United States 
could do in the- premises. 
The envoys intimated that they "were 
plad to feel they had friends in this coun- 
try, and then bade the President good- 
bye. 


EX-SENATOR HILL 


DIES IN DENVER.

DENVER, May 22.—Nathaniel P. Hill, 
former United Sletes Senator from Col- 
orado, died at nixm today of general de- 
bility resulting from stomach trouble. He 
was 6S years of ag-e. 


For almost thirty-five yea.rs Nathaniel 
P. Hill, occupied a leadtag position dn the 
financial and social life of Denver and 
Colorado. He 
had amass-ed one of the 
greatest fortunes of the State, amounting 
to several million dollaxs. 
In 
1S79 Mr. Hill was elected United 
States Senator as a Republican and serv- 
ed with distinction for six years. He was 
defeated for re-election. -Mr. Hill was an 
earnest advocate of ithe free coinage of 
silver and of a postal telegraph system. 
Senator 
Hill was named by President 
Harrison as a member at the Internation- 
al Monetary Commission, -but the com- 
mission nefver wenit abroad and it ac- 
complished nothing ^for silver.

"When 
the late Mr. Pitcher was placed on the 
sta.nd I asked him wlia-t had become of 
the stock. He said he had bought so-nu- 
of it. I don't know whether he said l,2uo 
or 1,400 shares. 
" 'What!' exclaimed Judge Jarboe, 'do 
you meaoi to say you bought the slock 
yourself?' 
" 'Yes,' answered Pitcher, 'I 
bought 
It.' " 
"Was this done In open, court?" asked 
Goodfellow. 
"It was," answered Nye. 
"Were you acting for both Moses Var- 
ney and Qtrs. Brownell?" 
"I waa" 
Thomaa H. B. Varney was recalled and 
in answer to questions by Attorney Good- 
fellow said that tho estate money was 
placed In the bank gradually as It became 
due to his- uncle,-and when the estate 
property was sold. 
He said that he 
thought all the money had been deposited 
while the trustees were acting as execu- 
tors of the estate. The money, he said, 
had always remained to tho or edit of the 
estate.

Supreme Court Lays 


Down the Law in a 


Utah Case. 


Rights of thfi Company and 


Entry Man Clearly 


Expounded. 


WASHINGTON, May 22.—Tho United 
States Supreme Court has reversed the 
decision of the Supreme Cfiurt of the State 
of Utalh in the case o£ D. I'. Tarpey versus 
Andrew i\Uiusen, 41 controversy over a 
tract ot land within the place limits o£ 
the grrant to the Central Tacifie of Cali- 
fornia, tlio land toeing an odd numbertKl 
Kectiun. 
Tho case involved a claim to 
the land made in 186S, and in p:(.ssing upon 
it the court laid down some propositions 
concerning railroad land g'rants which are 
considered of general importance. 
The opinion was deliverer! by Justice 
Brewer, who said that In a proper inter- 
pretation of a case of this character "the 
reialive rig-Jits of the company and an 
individual entry man rmift be determined 
not by the act of the company in itself 
fixing definitely the line of its road, or 
by tho mere occupancy of the individual, 
but by record of evidence*, on the one part 
the Tiling of the map in the office of the 
Secretary of the Interior, and on the 
other the declaration or entry into the 
local Land Office; and while the railroad 
company may not question the validity 
of the entry man's claim o* record, its 
rights ought not to he defeated Inny years 
after its title had apparently been li.ted, 
by fugitive and uncertain testimony ot" 
occupation, for if that bo the rule the time 
•will never come at v.'hicii -it can be cer- 
tain that the railroad company has ac- 
quired an indefeasible title to any tract."

"We deplore the attitude of the San 
Francisco pre&s toward your board by 
continuously disappro-v-inar of your work, 
even informing- the public that your offi- 
cial life is dishonest and that yoiur dec- 
larations as to tho presence of the plague 
In San Fra-ncisco Were false. 
This atti- 
tude of the pre&s towards you was un- 
doubtedly politiically malicious and will 
be a hindrance to yon in suppressing the 
bubonic plague if it has reached any mag- 
nitude."
